Head Injuries 


I believe that a severe blow to 
the chin while the mouth is open 
may prove fatal if the fighter’s 
lower teeth are missing. The only 
movable bone in the head is the 
mandible. By a ball and socket 
arrangement, the condyle of the 
jaw inserts into the glenoid fossa. 
The jaw’s movements are control- 
led by muscles holding the lower 
jaw in place. 

When the upper or lower pos- 
terior teeth are missing in a 
boxers mouth, a severe blow 
might drive one or both condyles 
through the roof of the glenoid 
fossa, into the skull, causing death. 

There are two ways to prevent 
any such occurrence in the ring. 
Everyone is familiar with a boxer’s 
mouthpiece. Too often the fans 
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have seen it knocked out of a 
fighter’s mouth without being re- 
placed until the end of the round. 
The mouthpiece does more than 
save teeth; it acts as a protection 
against serious damage to the jaw 
such as has been described. 


Dental Examination 


But one other safeguard to a 
fizhter’s life should exist. He 
should be examined by a dentist 
before entering the ring to deter- 
mine if his teeth are all there and 
to make sure that his mouthpiece 
really protects him. 

During World War I, many of 
my friends were stationed at Great 
Lakes Naval Training Center near 
Chicago. Since these boys all had 
boxing experience and _ fought 
regularly at the Center, I made 
mouthpieces of velum rubber for 
their protection. They were never 
without the mouthpieces when they 
fought. 

I constructed the mouthpieces 
in such a way that when a blow on 
the nose caused hemorrhage and 
prevented nasal breathing, the 
boxer could open his mouth and 
breathe and the mouthpiece would 
stay in place. 

Boxers who wore these specially 
constructed mouthpieces included 
Billy Henry, who fought at 135 
pounds and won the Jess Willard 
Belt. Denny O’Keefe, who was a 
member of America’s boxing team 
in the Olympics, wore one. O’Keefe 
fought such men as Eddie Fitz- 
simmons and Jack Britton. Joey 
Thomas, a former champion of 
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New Zealand, was equipped with 
one as were Leo Rodak, Eddie 
Sparrow, Henry Fuscolds, Dick 
Sirk, and Young Stuhley. 

I placed an interior bridge in 
Billy Henry’s mouth, and to pro- 
tect it from being knocked out, I 
made him a mouthpiece. That was 
the first one I made. Billy wore it 
successfully in many fights. 

Soon after it was made, Billy 
was matched to fight Mike Dundee 
in Chicago. Before the fight he 
looked around his dressing room 
for the mouthpiece. It was not 
there. His trainer had forgotten 
to put it in the bag. Billy went 
into the ring without it. In the 
second round Dundee let go with 
a right. It landed on Billy’s mouth 
and split his lip wide open. In a 
few seconds he was bleeding so 
badly the fight was stopped. Dun- 
dee won on a technical knockout. 
Billy would never step into the 
ring again without the mouthpiece. 

Leo Rodak wore one of my 
mouthpieces in his first Golden 
Gloves fight. He was never knock- 
ed down; neither did he have his 
mouth cut during the tournament. 
Rodak went on to win three 
championships in the Gloves with- 
out a mishap. 

In a Chicago tournament held in 
one of the high schools, one of the 
novices stopped cold after a swift 
exchange of blows. He turned to 
the referee, his mouth slack and 
a bewildered stare glazing his 
eyes. Everyone knew that the lad 
was literally out on his feet. The 
fight was stopped.

Special Mouthpiece 


A young man was discharged 
from the Army about six months 
ago. During his Service career he 
had done a large amount of box- 
ing. He asked me to make him a 
mouthpiece. I examined his mouth 
and saw that his lower posterior 
teeth were gone. Every time he 
entered the ring he took his life 
in his leather-covered gloves. I 
made an impression of his upper 
teeth and mouth, and a bite, taking 
in his lower jaw. 

I replaced his missing teeth with 
a rubber section of: the mouth 
piece. He could bite into the cush- 
ion of velum rubber about a quar: 
ter of an inch thick. This acted 
as a cushion and shock absorber

MEHARRY MEDICAL COLLEGE LAUNCHED BECAUSE OF KIND ACT 


HucH MEHARRY, one of five abolitionist brothers from Indiana Terri- 
tory, was driving a trade wagon across the Midwest in the early 1870's 
when a storm overtook him one night. He was found and aided by an 
old Negro freedman. For this kindness Meharry made a vow to do 
something for the Negro race. His vow was fulfilled in 1876 when 
Meharry Medical College, the only all-Negro medical school in the 
country, was founded. 

The idea of a Negro medical college was conceived by William Sneed, 
a Confederate army surgeon, and George Hubbard, a New Hampshire 
chaplain and wound dresser with the Union troops, on the battlefields 
during the Civil War. When Hugh Meharry was asked to supply finan- 
cial support for such a college, he saw an opportunity to fulfill his pledge 
to do something for the Negro race. He scraped together $10,000 him- 
self, persuaded his farmer-Methodist preacher brothers to donate an 
additional $30,000, and the school was launched. 

The College received grants from the Harkness Memorial and Rocke- 
feller Foundations. An up-to-date plant was constructed, and in 1923 
the American Medical Association awarded the College an “A” classi- 
fication. Its facilities now include a complete teaching hospital, medical 
and dental schools, a school of nursing, and training equipment in all 
other technologies related to the patient. President of the College is 
M. Don Clawson, D.D.S. 

Meharry alumni total more than 5,000 practitioners of medicine and 
dentistry. It annually turns out more than 50 per cent of all Negro 
medical graduates. At present it is the only agency in Tennessee carry- 


ing on cancer research with isotopes on human beings.—Chicago (II- 
linois) Sun-Times.

Must Be 


A Convincer!

THE YOUNG dentist who has just 
finished dental school examines 
his diploma with satisfaction. He 
has spent several years in concen- 
trated study and now, for the bal- 
ance of his life, he has a normal 
expectancy that he will earn a liv- 
ing in the profession of dentistry. 
But he already has heard stories, 
some from the mouths of his form- 
er fellow students and others from 
those who like to give free advice, 
about the dentist who failed. He 
wants to avoid mistakes so he 
makes up his mind that he is going 
to do the right thing. Unfortunate- 
ly, good intentions, unless linked 
with sound and tested knowledge 
and experience, can lead directly 
to failure. 

This young dentist, as well as 
the man who has spent years in the 
practice of dentistry, faces a simi- 
lar situation which is puzzling. The 
patient has just had an examina- 
tion. The examination chart shows 
the need for five restorations and 
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one bridge. The amount named 
for the service seems reasonable. 
Yet the reply is standardized: “I'll 
think about it, Doc.” And ninety- 
nine times out of a hundred that 
patient does not return. Why? 
That is what puzzles the dentist. 
He knows that this man has an 
automobile. When the mechanic 
says, “ Your car needs a valve job,” 
the order is given. When the shoe- 
maker states, “You need full soles 
and new heels,” the shoes are left 
for repair. The dental treatment is 
much more important than either 
of these items; yet the order is not 
given to go ahead with the service. 


Salesmanship 


Disappointed, the dentist may 
say to himself, “What’s the mat- 
ter? Guess I better learn how to be 
a good salesman.” That is a most 
dangerous thought. For, essentially, 
the successful dentist is not he who 
is a salesman, but he who is a con- 
vincer. There is a great difference 
between the concept of the dentist 
as a salesman and the concept of 
the dentist as a convincer. Several 
illustrations will make this impor- 
tant difference clear. 

A woman passes a millinery 
shop. She looks at several hats in 
the window. Then she enters the 
store. The saleswoman does her 
best to make a sale. Her idea is to 
sell a high-priced hat if possible. 
Her next effort is to sell a cheaper 
hat. But her goal is to sell a hat. 
Imagine what would happen if she 
said to the woman, “How many 
hats have you?” The reply, “Seven 
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hats.”” The answer, “No use wast- 
ing your money on one of our 
hats; you have enough.” She 
would be fired at once. 

A man looks at a car in the 
window of a secondhand automo- 
bile dealer. He enters and asks the 
price. When told it is two thousand 
dollars, he takes out the money 
and purchases the car. The sales- 
man is thrilled with that sale. 
Imagine him asking the prospec- 
tive customer, “Have you a car 
that is satisfying your needs?” 
If he did, his family probably 
would commit him to a rest home. 

There is nothing unethical in 
selling goods to people without 
asking them if they need them. 
That is part of our system of free 
enterprise. Sell more shoes, sell 
more cars, sell more radios, sell 
more shirts, sell more anything. 
Provided people do not overbuy in 
relation to their income, they have 
a higher standard of living in terms 
of material goods. But this is just 
what the dentist cannot do! His 
sale of services can only be made 
in terms of an actual need. 


Ethical Dentistry 


A man had his teeth examined 
by a dentist. Every tooth in his 
mouth was perfect. The dentist 
almost had heart failure when the 
patient said, “Can you put two 
gold caps on my front teeth? All 
my friends have them.” The dentist 
spent more than a half hour ex- 
plaining the effect if such treat- 
ment were performed. From the 
point of view of the salesman, he 
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talked himself out of a sale. From 
the point of view of the ethics of 
dentistry, he was a good convincer, 
for he had the patient’s well-being 
at stake. 

Let us start with this concept of 
the dentist as a convincer. It is 
possible to take several situations 
which can develop in any dental 
office and see how to handle each 
of them. 

Mother brings in junior for a 
dental examination. Three “baby 
teeth” need restorations. But in 
mother’s mind, these are tempo- 
rary teeth. Why waste money on 
them? They are going to fall out 
anyway! The dentist must show by 
his facial expression how shocked 
he is when mother suggests this. 
He then points out to mother the 
permanent tooth next to the “baby 
tooth.” “That tooth is going to 
decay,” he says in a most deter- 
mined voice. “Why?” asks mother. 
In simple terms mother is told how 
the caries spread in that tooth and 
contact is made. That convinces 
most parents. It is in terms of the 
child’s well-being. If the one in a 
hundred holds out, what then? 
The convincer merely adds, “You 
say you want time to think it over? 
The decay won't ask for time to 
think it over. While you think, 
the decay works. So there goes 
your argument!” 

Our next situation concerns the 
average person of adult age and 
intelligence. A chart is made show- 
ing that several restorations are 
needed. A fee is mentioned. It is 
important to realize that the per- 
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son who comes in for an examina- 
tion has the money. But the mind 
of the patient reacts by thinking 
about other items for which the 
money can be spent. “I'll think 
about it and see you in a month 
or so,” is the reply. This time the 
dentist’s face has a slight smile 


on it. In front of the patient he 


tears up the chart for the examina- 
tion he has made. This seems a 
bit dramatic, but it is most effec. 
tive. “If you came in to see me one 
month from today,” explains the 
dentist, “‘this chart would be use- 
less. Hence I tore it up. Frankly, 
one of your teeth won’t stand a 
wait of a month. Two of them will 
need larger restorations. Your 
teeth won't wait, though you may 
wait. There is absolutely nothing 
you can do to restore those teeth 
or decrease the size of the cavities. 
You can’t even stop the decay 
from spreading. Waiting is useless. 
Who are you fooling? Shall I

“Cheap” Dentistry 


This time we face the situation 
wherein the patient wants the 
dentist to do the treatment—at 
the lowest price with “cheap” 
materials. The patient wants an 
amalgam restoration; the tooth 
needs an inlay. Here you may have 
a duel of words. For the patient 
may take the attitude that the 
dentist is trying to “high pressure” 
him into higher priced dental 
treatment. Here the dentist as 4 
convincer needs all his skill and 
art. “I am willing to do what you 
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want,” he says to the patient, “but 
I want to make one thing clear. 
Within a period of time, you will 
come to me or go to some other 
dentist and have the other treat- 
ment performed. You are wasting 
your money now, because you will 
spend more for the other service 
eventually. In addition, you are 
running certain health risks, and 
these I want to make clear to you 
before I begin the treatment.” 
The dentist must be a convincer 
because, even today, the average 
person himself is not convinced 
of the importance of proper dental 
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tact with many thousands of 
people—all backgrounds, all kinds 
of educational and mental atti- 
tudes, both sexes, rich and poor— 
and this is my sad reaction. They 
give more care to their car than 
to their teeth. The new suit or 
dress is much more important 
than a new bridge. The old refrain, 
“Pull ’er out, doc,” to many 
people is a solution. Perhaps this 
new generation will be different. 
In the meantime, it is up to the 
dentist to be a top-rate convincer.

CLEVELAND DENTAL SOCIETY ORCHESTRA TO APPEAR 
AT A.D.A. MEETING 


ONE OF THE events of the annual meeting of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation to be held in Chicago in September will be the appearance of 
the Cleveland Dental Society Orchestra. This orchestra is composed en- 
tirely of members of the Cleveland Dental Society under the direction of 
Walberg Brown, Orchestra Director for Station WTAM of Cleveland. 

The orchestra was organized originally in the fall of 1938 at the in- 
stigation of Doctor F. H. Nealon. Its first appearance, after a winter of 
weekly rehearsals, was made at the Society’s annual Spring Clinic Meet- 
ing in April, 1939. In 1940 the services of a professional music conductor 
were procured. It was at this time that Walberg Brown became Director. 

The first public appearance of the orchestra was made in conjunction 
with the Cleveland Orpheus Male Chorus at Public Music Hall in May, 
1941. The concert, the “Spring Music Festival,” was given during the 
annual Spring Clinic Meeting. 

The orchestra’s activities were suspended during the war. In the fall 
of 1947, however, the group was reorganized under the initiative of 
Doctor Charles Angelotta, clarinetist with the former orchestra. Wal- 
berg Brown is again the orchestra’s Director. 

The first concert of the reorganized group was given at Cleveland 
Public Hall on February 1, 1948, during Cleveland Dental Society’s 
Children’s Dental Health Day Program,

the five to eight seconds it takes 
to expose a film and three to five 
minutes to develop it. Yet, he 
shrinks at using this time and 
would rather tediously pick out 
root tips or minutely curved apex- 
es under the tuberosity or near the 
antrum. An exposure would have 
told him it would have been best 
to use the straight elevator first 
and the forceps next—not the for- 
ceps alone just because the tooth 
was loose in the alveolus. 
Forty-five to fifty years ago 
when dentistry did not have roent- 
genology for assistance, there was 
present a legitimate professional 
excuse for “not knowing.” But 
now the story is different. Not to

use the x-ray as a routine measure 
for a patient’s welfare and for the 
operator’s professional expediting 
is an unforgivable blunder. 


Benefits of X-Ray 


The utilization of the x-ray in 
everyday practice is a magician’s 
wand in the operator’s hands. At 
an instant he can see what the 
problem really is. .He will know 
whether he is justified in making 
the set of dentures for Mrs. Smith 
at the fee he quoted. Without 
roentgenograms will he be caught 
like he was two years previously 
when he did not x-ray and later 
the patient had four third molars 
start to erupt? He had to make 
those dentures over gratis after 
taking out the teeth; he pleaded 
ignorance because her husband 
was a lawyer who knew all the 
answers, some new questions, and

virtually all the possible angles. 

It is worth while to the dentist 
and to the patient to show that in 
taking roentgenograms everything 
is done for the latter’s benefit. If 
no roentgenograms are taken, or 
if the necessity for so doing is 
placed in the category of things 
nonessential, the entire procedure 
of dental treatment assumes the 
role of an easy “racket.” The 
necessity of taking roentgeno- 
grams, and explaining to the pa- 
tient the importance of the part 
played by this step, will elevate 
dentistry and that particular oper- 
ator in the patient’s estimation. 


Suspicious Patients 


Some time ago a local painter 
came to my office for the removal 
of several teeth. I started to take 
roentgenograms. At this he ex- 
tended his hand and became loud 
in his objections that he could see 
no need for them and for me not 
to try to pad his bill. I informed 
him that the fee included roent- 
genographic service. Then | 
turned to the patient and asked 
him if it would be possible at some 
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that he would be most happy to do 
so and would see the prospective 
work as soon as I was through 
with him at the chair. 

I then deliberately threw these 
same words back at him, telling 
him that he refused to do anything 
until he had seen what he had to 
do in order to estimate properly 
his charges for time, labor, and 
materials; yet he objected to my 
taking roentgenograms that would 
permit me to perform service for 
him in an expedient manner and 
would enable me to extract his 
teeth inviolably and not “to butch- 
er” him. I asked him, further- 
more, why he made flesh and 
blood issues secondary to paints 
and plaster? He eyed me quizzi- 
cally and said, “OK, Doc, go 
ahead.” 


Patient Education 


The patient does not know what 
constitutes the true significance 
of roentgenographic service. 
Show him past cases where caries 
located proximally had almost 
destroyed an entire mouth. Let 
him see for emphasis. I have on 
hand a case that I believe is almost 
the model for a demonstration. 
It is the full-mouth series of a 
20-year-old boy who had twenty- 
three cavities. Three of the teeth 
were so carious that the entire 
crown of each was completely 
undermined. Yet in the oral exam- 
ination nothing could be visual- 
ized. There was never any past 
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evidence of pain. Heavy mastica- 
tion caused no discomfort what- 
soever. The roentgenograms were 
the only infallible agency that 
could reveal this. If nothing ab- 
normal or pathologic is found, 
this should make the patient feel 
happier—the same as the com- 
pletely negative findings in a phys- 
ical examination. 

Few indeed are the patients who 
would be gratified or delighted to 
hear their physician tell them that 
for the $75 examination and all 
the laboratory tests they have had 
they can count on a potential col- 
lection of kidney stones and a can- 
cer of the liver. They would rather 
hear that they are in_ perfect 
health. They might be annoyed at 
the fact that they had to pay so 
much for “good news,” but they 
are glad to get it. The same should 
be true of the dental patient—a 
negative roentgenogram should be 
hoped for—and because nothing 
of any consequence is revealed, it 
should not be considered some- 
thing for which money has been 
thrown away. That alone is a 
money-saver and a mental-easer 
to the patient. 

Dentistry cannot advance any 
more than those who practice it 
are willing and anxious to move 
forward with new ideas, research, 
and technique. Many patients 


come to the office to have their 
minds put at ease. What is there 
in the realm of psychologic den- 
tistry other than x-ray that can 
be of such great benefit to the pa- 
tient from both the dental and 
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mental point of view? What else is 
there to be done at such little cost? 

What does the usual explorer- 
mirror-picking technique mean? 
Can caries under restorations be 
visualized? Can the depth of 
pockets definitely be determined? 
Can one be sure that it is some- 
thing under the restoration or 
inlay of the lower right second 
molar and not an impacted third 
molar that is causing the pain and 
discomfort? We know only too 
well that even a clean mouth with 
white teeth does not indicate den- 
tal health. Superficially everything 
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is in the best state of being—but 
we are not interested in surface 
appearances; the subsurface and 
what it shows is the real picture, 
That which we cannot see is the 
true state of affairs. The sooner 
dentistry realizes that it has at 
hand in the x-ray the means of 
discerning the invisible, the soon- 
er will it be possible for the pro- 
fession to see its services as it 
should. The x-ray machine should 
not be nonproductive equipment 
occupying office space.

I AM CONFUSED about lower den- 
tures! 

Ninety-eight per cent of my 
prosthetic patients appear in my 
office the day after they get their 
new dentures with one of the fol- 
lowing descriptions of their prog- 
ress: “Doc, the upper’s just fine— 
doesn’t bother a bit, but the low- 
er’s: 

1. “In my pocket.” 

2. “In a drawer at home.” 

3. “In a glass of water in the 
kitchen.” 

4. “In my purse.” 

5. “I dropped the damn thing 
in the swill on the way to slop the 
swine early this mawnin’.” 

Despite the patients’ grief with 
their lower dentures and my con- 
fusion, it seems generally agreed 
today that no treatment within the 
profession of dentistry causes less 
difficulty for both clients and den- 
tists than do lower dentures. I have 
arrived at that comfortable con- 
clusion after hearing lectures on 
the lower denture at many dental 
meetings. 


Denture Technique 


With the modern methods avail. 
able, it is now possible to make 
lower dentures, so I am told, that 
patients can wear, use, and admire. 
Dozens of tedious techniques are 
available; time and space permit 
the presentation of only one. 

Take a snap impression of the 
lower ridge in impression com: 
pound that is overextended in all

directions. Chill it, and remove it 
from the mouth, box with wax and 
fill with stone. Separate the stone 
model from the impression and 
ship it to the laboratory with in- 
structions for the technicians there 
to cast a metal tray of proper di- 
mensions to enable you, when it is 
completed, to obtain a secondary 
impression of your patient’s tis- 
sues while they are “static.” “Stat- 
ic” no longer means the annoying 
noise that comes from the radio 
immediately preceding the arrival 
of a thundershower. It means while 
they, the tissues, are at rest. 

When the metal tray is made 
and returned to your office some- 
time during an interval of time 
that will vary from five days to 
three weeks, obtain from the sup- 
ply house what you will find to be 
an expensive small quantity of 
powder and liquid impression ma- 
terial with which, after from seven 
to seventy messy attempts, you still 
will hope to get a satisfactory sec- 
ondary impression sometime with- 
in the coming nine months. Even- 
tually, one will look good to you. 
However, do not be surprised if it 
does not look good to the labora- 
tory. 


Impression Taking 


The actual taking of the impres- 
sion, you will discover, will be en-

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tirely different from any method 


of lower impression taking you 
have used heretofore. The “static” 


impression materials will not be ac- 


companied with any directions for 
proportions or manipulation un- 
less a recent change has been 
made. So simply incorporate and 
spatulate a certain amount of the 
powder within a certain amount of 
the liquid until the mix reaches a 
certain consistency. Now, load the 
tray with the mix which you hope 
you have judged correctly. | 

Previously, you have filled the 
patient’s mouth with gauze to dry 
it thoroughly and stneared his face 
well with a nonirritating lubricant. 
You have instructed him carefully 
to remain completely relaxed until 
you remove the tray. 

Remove the gauze and invert the 
tray. Quickly, and with a graceful, 
sweeping motion not unlike that of 
Toscanini calling the kettledrums 
to action for the battle scene from 
a hard piece of music, carry the 
tray into the mouth of the patient. 
Momentarily, hold it centered just 
above the ridge. Then let it down 
softly and gently until the paste 
you still are hoping you mixed 
neither too thick nor too thin bare- 
ly touches the tissues. Release the 
tray and let it lie. Your patient 
may close his mouth just a bit. 

Formerly our denture patients 
required and received our undi- 
vided attention during impres- 
sions. Now we are ordered to 
ignore them. Therefore, you are 
excused from your patient’s re- 
laxed presence until the impression 
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is ready to be removed. You re- 
move the tray after it has been in 
the mouth for five minutes. 

We are asked not to become dis- 
couraged with this technique after 
eighteen or twenty thousand fail- 
ures. Do not get discouraged, then, 
if your first impressions resemble 
the petrified footprint of a pygmy 
jackass. I am advising against 
discouragement with this tech- 
nique because you may never get 
anything beyond your attempts to 
obtain a satisfactory impression 
about which to get discouraged. 

What you are trying to get, in 
case you are still interested, is an 
impression that eventually will 
lead to a metal base for the lower 
denture that must be cast in the 
commercial laboratory. 


“Static’’ Technique 


I recall so well my initial efforts 
to get an impression of a patient’s 
mucous tissues while they were 
“static.” The client was an elderly 
man, and he had a well-established 
case of Parkinson’s syndrome. 
This unfortunate condition is 
characterized by the fingers and 
thumbs of both hands constantly 
moving much as if they were at- 
tempting to roll pills. The man had 
not shaved for several days, and 
the movements of his lower jaw 
simulated the movements of his 
fingers. Nevertheless, he was told 
to relax completely. That is what 
I had been told to tell him. The 
loaded tray was placed in his 
mouth, and I went next door for a 
chat, a smoke, and a coke with 
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my good friend the druggist, 

Upon returning to my patient 
five minutes later, I became the 
party of the second part of a situ- 
ation to end all situations. The 
man had the tray in his hand. The 
impression paste concealed his 
whiskers in their entirety, and had 
hardened until it resembled the 
consistency of a well-condensed, 
gold-foil restoration. His tragic ex- 
pression was that of one who had 
just been told by a competent but 
tactless diagnostician that he had 
an inoperable cancer. 

He immediately demanded to 
know if he could get his new teeth 
that same afternoon. I told him he 
could not. Being a man of my 
word, he did not. He does not have 
them yet. 

The next “static” case was much 
more interesting. After six weeks 
and twenty-nine attempts, we made 
an acceptable impression of the 
patient’s lower ridge while the 
tissues thereon were “static.” This 
was the ideal case because previ- 
ously he had had several failures 
constructed for him by convention- 
al methods. 

After the metal base arrived 
from the laboratory, a bite-block 
was constructed, centric occlusion 
registered, and the models mount- 
ed on the articulator. Teeth were 
selected, set up, tried in, bragged 
on, and the case processed, re- 
mounted on the articulator, and 
spot ground until a good balance 
was observed. The beautiful, com- 
pleted, acrylic, “static” denture 
was carefully placed in the pa-

tient’s mouth, and the assistant 
and | stood clear of the chair wait- 
ing for the patient to go into 
spasms of ecstasy. 

He said it hurt. Obviously, he 
was mistaken. 

That was several months ago. | 
saw him recently for the first time 
since his “no-pressure” denture 
was constructed. He was getting 
along fine! Far better than either 
he or I ever expected that he would 
the day we placed that lower den- 
ture in his mouth. Of course, he 
was wearing one of his old lower 
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dentures and it was functioning 
beautifully. 

Slowly and methodically I sat 
down and started thinking about 
the ear, nose, and throat special- 
ists who practiced surgery for hu- 
manity and a living for themselves 
instead of writing cigarette ad- 
vertisements, testimonials, and 
prescriptions for their daily 
smokes. 

I am still confused about lower 
dentures.

IF EITHER, or both, of my sons 
want to study dentistry, and if they 
can qualify for dental school, I be. 
lieve that they should have the op. 
portunity. Many dentists question 
the wisdom of sending their sons 
through dental school under con. 
ditions of today. They seem to for. 
get that, fortunately, a diploma in 
dentistry is neither a social insur. 
ance policy nor a union card. The 
diploma bestows certain privileges 
and imposes certain obligations 
upon its recipients. 

Many years ago dentistry was 
an art learned from master crafts. 
men. Gradually, through the ef. 
forts of pioneers like Hayden, Mil. 
ler, Black, and their students, den- 
tistry has developed into a profes. 
sion that, in large part, is an ap- 
plied science. As a result, dental 
education and dental care have de- 
veloped and expanded. The young 
men who went through dental 
school in two or three years on the 
foundation of a high school educa- 
tion could restore, extract, and re. 
place teeth. Their practice and 
study placed American dentistry at 
the highest technical level, but 
they, as members of the health 
professions, cannot be compared 
with the young graduates of today. 

It is true that many of those 
educated on the old basis have de: 
veloped into excellent professional 
men; leaders who have helped 
push forward along scientific fron

tiers. However, training young 
men to understand the reasons for 
using newer therapies, to diagnose 
the oral diseases that we under- 
stand today, and to evaluate the 
ideas, drugs, and techniques that 
will be suggested tomorrow, re- 
quires more time and better teach- 
ing if we are to accomplish these 
objectives without lowering the 
standards of their technical train- 
ing. 

Many of the ideas, drugs, and 
techniques presented by individu- 
als posing as scientists, as well as 
by those who admit that their sole 
interest is financial return, con- 
fuse the older dentist because he 
has no foundation on which to 
erect his thoughts and evaluation. 
The well-trained new graduate can 
often analyze these presentations 
in a scientific manner that sepa- 
rates the wheat from the chaff. As 
time goes on, and the search for 
the panacea continues, the need for 
this training will increase. I have 
seen dental students locate flaws in 
published articles or advertise- 
ments that have dazzled their more 
naive elders. We must go back- 
ward or go forward. There is no 
stasis. 


Educational Costs 


Dental education now costs more 
than it ever did before. Certainly 
it does, and it costs more for food,

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clothing, housing, luxuries, and 
for medical and dental care. Wages 
are higher, salaries are higher, and 
dentists’ incomes are higher. Den- 
tal education costs more, but, un- 
like many other services and com- 
modities, it is better and worth 
more. Most of the increased cost 
of dental education is in the sup- 
plies, room, board, and clothing; 
not in tuition. Too many parents 
are thinking in terms of 1910 dol- 
lars when they send Johnny off 
to school. 

Entrance requirements are high- 
er because competition is keener. 
Dentistry should be proud of this 
new distinction. Intelligent, capa- 
ble, hard-working boys are becom- 
ing aware of the advantages of 
dentistry. Why? Because dentis- 
try as taught today, on a more 
scientific basis, offers a challenge 
that appeals to keener minds. Be- 
cause dentistry has taken its light 
from under the bushel and is pub- 
licized, not only through Dentist- 
Boy Banquets, but through the 
public press, radio, and public 
opinion. Predental requirements 
are still two collegiate years al- 
though only superior students 
make it in that time. Dental school 
still requires just four years. The 
average age of nonveteran students 
is still twenty-four to twenty-five 
years. Of course anyone who so de- 
sires may take a four-year college 
course and one or more years of 
postgraduate study. 
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Yes, I believe my boys should 
try to enter dentistry if they so 
desire of their own free will. They 
should not enter dentistry because 
they think it would please me or 
for lack of any other interest. 

I believe that we should con- 
tinue to publicize dentistry 
through the press, radio, banquets, 
and by achievement. 

I believe that only capable boys 
and girls should be encouraged to 
study dentistry because the compe- 
tition among those making the 
grade is keen and the less able can- 
not survive. 

I believe that we should con- 
tinue to reappraise the dental edu- 
cational system to give our den- 
tists the training they need for in- 
telligent and capable practice. We 
should offer opportunities to sup- 
plement their undergraduate stud- 
ies with postgraduate opportuni- 
ties to review, renew, and expand. 

I believe that studies of means 
of supplying the dental needs of 
the people should be continued on 
the basis of facts, rather than on 
the basis of idealistic dreaming. 
A study of the relative fees of 
graduates of schools with low 
tuition and of schools with high 
tuition probably would demon- 
strate that educational fees play no 
appreciable role in the cost of 
dental care. We need more schools 
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on a geographic basis. Unfortu. 
nately, dental education is an ex. 
pensive field and dental faculties 
do not develop overnight. With 
judgment, support, and industry, 
the needs for dental schools can be 
met. However, more schools and 
more dentists are not the answers 
to the social need. 

Why should my boys study den- 
tistry ? They should not unless they 
have the desire to serve as mem- 
bers of a profession which is slow- 
ly gaining its full stature by its 
accomplishments, unless they are 
willing to study hard against keen 
competition, unless they can earn 
their own places in a dental school. 
Of course they may be disappoint- 
ed because they were not among 
the chosen, but would I want them 
to be accepted if they were not 
capable of completing the train- 
ing? 

Yes, competition for dental edu- 
cation is keen despite expenses, 
longer training programs, and 
relatively small increases in finan- 
cial return. Dentists should be 
proud of these signs of acceptance 
of their profession and proud of 
their sons who do become success- 
ful practitioners.

By An Army Reserve Officer 


IN THE PLANNING for Universal 
Military Training, draft, or other 
means of increasing the Armed 
Forces, we are sincerely interested 


in avoiding serious injustice and 
the promiscuous calling to active 
duty of dentists. The Army and 
Navy undoubtedly have plans, but 
we must guide them along sensible 
lines in this matter. 


Editor’s Note: The author of this 
article went into Service as a reserve 
officer with the Army Dental Corps six 
months before the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. While overseas he served in 
North Africa and with the invasion 
forces in Sicily, Italy, France, and Ger- 
many. He went on active duty as a 
First Lieutenant and was discharged as 
a Lieutenant Colonel. 
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There are many reserve dental 
officers who have started to prac. 
tice again after long periods in 
the Army or Navy, and it is neither 
logical nor fair to enforce hari: 
ship on this group by calling then 
in for training purposes just for 
the lack of a screening proces, 
If dentists should be needed, : 
method that is just and equitable 
must be considered as the plan for 
calling men to active duty. 

As to the matter of experiencel 
men, I believe we can agree whole 
heartedly that we as professional 
men gain more experience of valu: 
to the Armed Forces in our privat 
practice than we could gain if w 
were in the Service. The Servica 
and the country profited end

Corps should be the immediate concern of all reservists. 


mously in the last war by this 
group of privately educated men, 
men with initiative, men with ex- 
perience gained from private prac- 
tice in almost any phase of dental 
treatment, and the Service will 
profit again if we should be needed. 

A fair plan for the selection of 
dentists in a program of prepared- 
ness, as well as in a national emer- 
gency, would seem to be: 

1. Call in first those men who 
were educated at government 
expense. 

2. Call in men according to 
age and lack of Service in the 
last war. 

3. Finally, those who are older 
and in proportion to their Service 
in the last war. 

It would also seem proper to 
give a man credit for overseas 
service in future considerations of 
active duty. One should be given 
credit, before being called to 
active duty, for twice the time 
spent in Service for that period 
spent overseas. The Army and 
Navy considered this in the plan 
for releasing men from active duty ; 
now let them consider it in the 
order of calling men to active duty 
in preparedness plans.

Reserve officers in the Dental 
Corps were ordered to duty prior 
to the last war and considered it 
patriotic to go. They could have 
resigned their commissions and 
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remained at home, many of them 
for the duration of the war, but 
they did not. This was an excellent 
pool of dentists to draw from and 
it was fortunate that these men 
were available. 

If trust had been kept by the 
Army and Navy and some small 
phase, any phase, of prestige had 
been maintained, that is all the 
prewar active-duty reservist could 
have asked. It did not work that 
way and after the beginning of 
war on December 7, 1941. the 
Army had new ideas as to age and 
rank for those who were nonre- 
servists. This was fair and proper 
but a little late, and a hardship 
for those who had been in for 
awhile. All things considered, and 
reserves will concur in this I am 
certain, it was more of a handicap 
than an asset to have been a dental 
reserve officer on active duty in 
the last war. 

During a war there is little 
time for organizational reconstruc- 
tion to prevent waste of time and 
effort on the part of personnel, 
or there did not seem to be time 
for this in many phases of medical 
department units. In high-pressure 
combat areas, there seemed to be 
necessities for rapid changes. They 
were made or else annihilation 
would have resulted. At present 
we have ample time to plan a better 
structure of organization for the 
Dental Corps with the help of the 
Army and Navy. 
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We have considered those fac- 
tors that are fair and equitable in 
the calling of dentists to active 
duty. Now let us consider the prob- 
lems faced while on active duty. 

If you should receive orders for 
active duty tomorrow, would you 
have eight days to get your affairs 
in order, rush out of a busy private 
practice to an Army post, then sit 
for three and one-half months not 
seeing a single patient? It hap- 
pened before the last war. 

After being assigned to duty, 
would you operate in a clinic; one 
of approximately sixteen men 
actually treating patients, while 
two professional men treated no 
patients and were around to super- 
vise and take care of administra- 
tive duties; duties which any high 
school graduate could care for 
adequately and which there were 
enlisted men present to handle? It 
happened before and during the 
last war. 

If all the chiefs of “this-and-that” 
in the Dental Corps had been oc- 
cupied treating patients instead 
of attempting to keep busy with 
duties that insulted their intelli- 
gence and that of the men around 
them, there would have been far 
fewer dentists needed in the Armed 
Forces. For this reason alone, if 
the Services should demand 1000 
dentists immediately, that number 
could be reduced to 868 without 
decreasing service to patients. 

If you should remain in this 
country or go overseas with cer- 
tain types of units, would you be 
under the direct command of

physicians? The best of the phy. 
sicians admit that they know noth- 
ing of dental problems. This hap. 
pened during the last war. 

The dental officer in the Regular 
Service must cater to, and in many 
cases be subjugated by, the medi- 
cal officers. If the dental officer 
in the Regular Service could be 
honest and express such an opin- 
ion, he would be the first to sug. 
gest and work for separation of 
the medical and dental branches 
of the Services. Any thinking per- 
son can easily understand that a 
group of dentists could operate to- 
gether in full accord without the 
many chiefs and supervisors. 

Men in the Regular Dental 
Corps have been following a set 
and obsolete plan; that is, upon 
reaching certain ranks, they lose 
out so far as their profession is 
concerned, because of their lack 
of contact with it, and become 
soldiers and administrators. When 
this occurs, in many cases, they 
are not capable in the capacity of 
a soldier, an administrator, or a 
professional man. 

These problems are only sample 
problems; there are others. The 
time to solve these problems is 
now, not when you are on active 
duty. At that time one becomes 
only a serial number, a small mi- 
nority among many. 

If we do not work out these 
problems now, the Armed Forces 
will work out a plan for us that 
likely will require the same num: 
ber of dental officers, but with no 


consideration for individuals. 
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champion was Maynard Kiplinger Hine, 
12-year-old son of Doctor Maynard K.

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are no dentists in the Congo and Doctor 
Marks hopes to train natives to prac- 
tice. His wife and three children will 
accompany him when he leaves Wilm- 
ington in September. 


Dallas (Texas) Morning News: In 
May, 1947, fire destroyed Doctor Robert 
W. Cagle’s combination residence and 
dental office. He rebuilt and replaced 
equipment, and less than a year later 
went to Fort Worth to purchase the 
last unit for his dental office. While 
he was there, fire again broke out in 
the Cagle building; destroying office 
equipment, household furniture, and 
clothing. This less was reported to be 
approximately $45,000; $26,000 of 
which was covered by insurance. Short- 
circuited electrical wiring was blamed 
for the fire.

By the use of the mouth 
mirror, and on explor- 
ing, W. D. Postle, Dean 
of the College of Den- 
tistry, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, isolated two mo- 
lars imbedded in the 
grounds that are to be 
occupied by the College's 
new building; forming a 
part of the Medical Cen- 
ter.

FEWER DELEGATES MAY BE BETTER DELEGATES 


A NEW CONSTITUTION and bylaws of the American Dental Association 
will be considered by the House of Delegates at the September meeting. 
One subject that should be given serious debate is a proposal that the 
House of Delegates be reduced. At the Boston meeting in 1947 there 
were 372 members of the House. The American Medical Association 
with a membership about twice as large as the American Dental Asso- 
ciation had 122 members in the House at the Chicago meeting in June 
this year. 

The Southern California State Dental Association has passed a reso- 
lution that would reduce the House of Delegates by almost half. The 
Southern California Association “felt that the present representation of 
one delegate to every 200 representatives results in a very large and 
unwieldy body in which adequate discussion of measures is difficult: 
that few states, especially those distant from the place of meeting, can 
afford to pay the expense of the large delegations now provided; that 
many delegates selected are not actively engaged in Association activi- 
ties and are uninformed regarding the problems confronting the House 
of Delegates; it is felt that a smaller representation, chosen with specific 
duty in mind and chosen because of qualifications rather than con- 
venience, would more adequately transact the necessary business of the 
House of Delegates.” 

The formula suggested by the Southern California Association pro- 
poses: one delegate for the first 200 members or fraction thereof; one 
delegate for the second 200 members; one delegate for the next 400 
members thereafter. 

Section 90 of the proposed new bylaws of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation contains this formula for representation: one delegate for twenty- 
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five through ninety-nine members; one additional delegate for the next 
200 members or fraction thereof; one additional delegate for each addi- 
tional 200 members. 


| For example, a constituent society of 2000 members would be entitled 


to six representatives in the House of Delegates according to the South- 
ern California formula and eleven representatives according to the pro- 
posed new bylaws of the American Dental Association. 

No organization should be tempted to relinquish the privilege of 
democratic representation. The only valid argument for reducing the 
number in the House of Delegates is to increase efficiency. A smaller. 
better informed group might be more capable in conducting the affairs 
of the Association than a large, uninformed group. Anyone who listened 
to the Republican and Democratic conventions, with more than one 
thousand delegates in each, cannot hold a strong conviction that large 
delegations insure the democratic process. A large delegation is often a 
hand-picked one and is dominated by one or two political bosses. These 
political manipulators have the power to swing the entire delegation for 
or against a measure. The same danger of boss rule is inherent in dele- 
gations to the American Dental Association. 

If membership in the House of Delegates becomes an honor to be 
sought and one to be honorably contested for, it is reasonable that better 
men will be chosen at the level of the constituent society. If, however, 
the membership in the House of Delegates is to be drastically reduced 
there should be some guarantee that the constituent society will provide 
the machinery for the direct election of the delegates. In too many states 
the members of the House of Delegates are chosen by an executive com- 
mittee or by a House of Delegates within a state society. There is no 
direct election. Every member of the constituent society should have 
the privilege of voting directly and by secret ballot (by mail if neces- 
sary) for the delegates who are to represent him in the American Dental 
Association. Much of the regrettable apathy toward the affairs of the 
Association would be overcome if every member were given the oppor- 
tunity to participate directly in the selection of delegates—they would 
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then become his delegates.

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Denture Accommodation 


Q.—I have a patient, a woman, who 
wore an upper vulcanite denture for 
ten years. There was considerable set- 
tling of the denture; the bite being 
closed to such an extent that she looked 
as though she had no upper teeth when 
wearing this denture. 

I made a new upper acrylic denture, 
opening the bite 3 mm. The teeth now 
show normally, and do not seem to be 
too long. The patient is satisfied with 
her appearance but complains of lis- 
ping; especially when pronouncing 
words with several “‘s” sounds such as 
Mississippi. Is there anything that can 
be done by me to remedy this situation, 
or is it a matter of adjustment by the 
patient?—-J. C. F., Pennsylvania. 


A.—I would request that this 
patient make an effort to accom- 
modate herself to the new denture 
as it is. Tell her that the tongue is 
a most adaptable organ and that 
you feel sure that, given a reason- 
able amount of time, it will ac- 
commodate itself to the slightly 
different form of the new denture. 

If, after two or three months, 
she is still hissing the “s” sounds, 
I would suggest that you reprocess 
the case with a set of rugae in the 
palate. Or try the procedure that 
one of our correspondents sug- 
gested a few weeks ago; place soft 
impression material in the palate 
and have the patient pronounce

Fistulous Opening 


(@.—About two months ago, a pa. 
tient, a man, came to my office com- 
plaining of a soreness and swelling of 
the right side of the mandible. He has 
been wearing full upper and lower den- 
tures for the last five or six years. 

I took roentgenograms of the area 
to determine if there was a retained 
root responsible for the pain and swel- 
ling, and had the patient use hot 
mouthwashes for about two or three 
days. The swelling increased in size 
intra-orally until I finally was able to 
incise the abscess and secure drainage, 
The drainage continued day after day 
in diminishing quantities but there was 
still considerable soreness which pre. 
vented the patient from sleeping at 
night. 

Three hundred thousand units of 
penicillin were administered on two 
different occasions during the period 
after the drainage had been established. | 
The swelling and pain continued to 
diminish until the patient could wear 
his lower denture again, but the 
pain did not completely disappear. | 
trimmed the denture about three times, 
trying to make it comfortable, but | 
was only partly successful. 

Today the patient returned to my 
office after an absence of three weeks 
His jaw is swollen again and there is 
a markedly tender area about where 


the first abscess pointed. It is possibly 


to distinguish a slight discharge of pu: 
from a fistula that has remained oper 
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since 1 saw the patient about three 
weeks ago. 

I am unable to see anything in the 
roentgenograms that I believe might 
cause this condition. The dentures had 
been comfortable in the patient’s mouth 
for several years so I do not believe 
they are at fault. 

I shall greatly appreciate your diag- 
nosis of this case and any suggestions 
you may like to offer—D. J 
Nebraska. 


A.—The history of your case 
points to an osteomyelitis, yet 
your roentgenograms fail to show 
the characteristic markings in the 
bone seen in osteomyelitis. 

I have encircled a larger area 
in the bicuspid region in which 
the bone cortex is extremely 
rough. Such a rough cortex often 
causes soreness under a denture 
but does not often, if ever, result 
in abscess formation. 

I should like to see the film 
which was centered over the fis- 
tulous tract opening.—GEorRCE R. 
WARNER.

Exfoliated Tissue 


(Q.—A woman about fifty has presen- 
ted a peculiar discoloration of the 
palate. She came into my office for new 
dentures to replace those she is now 
wearing which are unsatisfactory to 
her chiefly because of a discoloration 
of the material. 

When examining her mouth with the 
dentures in place, I noticed that the 
palatal portion of the upper denture 
was a milky white so common to dis- 
colored clear acrylic. When the den- 
tures were removed to inspect the 
tissue and ridge formation, I was 
amazed to see that the denture material 
was crystal clear and that the white 
discoloration was the palatal mucosa. 

The tissue has the appearance and 
the dry, leathery touch of leukoplakia. 
I am not attempting to make a diag- 
nosis, but merely make this statement 
to describe the condition. The outline 
of the affected area is identical to the 
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clear acrylic portion of the denture. 

I have seen many cases of irritation 
of the mucosa because of sensitivity to 
acrylic and poorly fitting dentures, but 
never have I read or heard of tissue 
taking on the nature of this one. 

I have advised the patient to coat 
the tissue side of the upper denture 
with vaseline and to return in a few 
days. In the meantime, I am anxious 
to learn your opinion of this case.— 
A. W., Pennsylvania. 


A.—It is not uncommon to find 
a whitish layer of exfoliated epi- 
thelial tissue covering the palate 
under the upper dentures when 
patients keep them in continuously 
and do not brush or rub the tissue 
with a cloth to keep it cleansed 
and vigorous. From your descrip- 
tion, however, I judge that this is 
a different condition. 

Your suggestion of having the 
patient keep the denture coated 
with vaseline for a few days is 
good, I would say. If this does not 
bring the tissue back to normal, | 
would ask the patient to leave the 
denture out entirely for a week or 
two. If this does not help, I would 
have her consult a dermatologist.

Submaxillary Glands 


Q.—Upon the insertion of a partial 
lower cast denture supplying the four 
posteriors on either side, one of my 
patients, a man, experiences extensive 
swelling of the submaxillary glands. He 
does not complain of discomfort other- 
wise. Five hours after the denture has 
been removed, the glands become nor- 
mal. There is no impingement of soft 
tissue. Please explain, if possible, the

cause of this condition—F. W. 
Pennsylvania. 
A.—This case apparently does 


not make sense where there is no 
contact with or coverage of the 
submaxillary ducts. 

I think of only one suggestion 
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as a possibility: It is possible that 
calculus has accumulated in the 
salivary duct; creating a partial 
closure or obstruction. The inser- 
tion of a new partial denture to 
which the patient is unaccustomed 
causes an increased flow of saliva 
in excess of what the obstructed 
duct can carry; causing swelling. 

‘To demonstrate the presence of 
calculus in the duct, place a film 
horizontal to the floor of the 
mouth and make the exposure 
shooting upward through the 
gland from beneath the chin with 
head tilted back.—V. CLYDE 
SMEDLEY. 


Denture Stress 


Q.—I am mailing you a model of a 
patient’s lower teeth. I made this pa- 
tient an upper denture which repeated- 
ly cracked through the center. I have 
had many other upper dentures crack 
when the patients had no molars. For 
this patient, I am to make a new upper 
denture but I do not know what I 
should do with the lower teeth. I shall 
appreciate your suggestions.—J. M. C.,

A.—I refuse to make a full up- 
per denture in such a case without 
at the same time making a partial 
lower to provide an equalization 
of stress on the upper.—V. CLYDE 
SMEDLEY. 


Deciduous Teeth 


(.—Enclosed are roentgenograms 
showing the anterior teeth of a boy 
3% years old. He struck these teeth 
against a frame chair while playing. 

The left deciduous lateral was driven 
back or lingually; the left deciduous 
central was driven upward into the 
bony tissue. 

The right deciduous central likewise 
was struck and loosened, and after a 
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week it looks as if it also will become 
nonvital. 

It is dificult to tell, while the swel.- 
ling persists, how much the labial bone 
plate has been injured. I am reluctant 
to extract for that reason. 

The lateral incisor has returned to 
its original position although it is loose, 
The centrals are “rocky” but not loose. 

My interest in this case was height- 
ened by what appears to be a super- 
numerary tooth imposed on the _per- 
manent incisors. Do you think that is 
what it is? If so, how does it affect the 
procedure of treating the injured non- 
vital teeth? 

Should they be extracted, or is there 
any advantage in allowing them to re- 
tain their position so long as they do 
not cause the patient discomfort?— 

H. B., New Jersey. 

A.—There is no hurry about 
treating the 314 year old boy who 
has dislodged three of his decidu- 
ous maxillary incisors. It would 
seem, from appearance of these 
teeth and periapical bone as shown 
in the roentgenograms, that they 
are nonvital and will abscess. 
However, deciduous teeth tend to 
recover their apparent loss of vi- 
tality, so that is why it would be 
best to do nothing at present. 

When it is certain that they have 
lost their vitality and are infected, 
they should be removed. It will not 
be necessary to use space retain- 
ers, as the anterior part of the 
maxilla does not seem to lose di- 
mension because of the loss of 
deciduous teeth. 

You are right in saying there is 
a supernumerary tooth labial or 
lingual to the left central incisor. 
This should be removed in about 
three years; otherwise, the central 
incisor will probably not erupt.— 
GEORGE R, WARNER.
